ordinance, to go on any of tho boats 
at any reasonable time in order io 
discharge his duties as inspector. 


3. The present ordinance 
requires 


tho inspector to ascertain and report 
tho name of the person who is to act 
manager or engineer of a boat. This 
was a suitable provision 
when 
the 
boats wore all steamboats but is not 
suitable »t the present time. The new 
ordinance provides that the inspector 
shall determine the competency and 
fitness of the persons to operate said 
boats without requiring him to state 
tho particular boat which the .person 
shall operate. 


4. The provision for wooden floats 


as life preservers is eliminated and 
nil life preservers are to conform to 
Government regulations. 
Two opera- 


tors arc required on each boat carry- 
ing seventy-five] passengers or more 
and provision is made for boats to 
carry 
chemical 
fire 
extinguishers. 


Smoking is also prohibited and use of 
oil lamps and lanterns, and the re- 
quirement is inserted that each boat 
shall be provided with an electric light 
for use in cnsc of trouble. The city 
is requiring under the ordinance, more 
inspection of boats than heretofore 
has been given and for that reason 
the 
ordinance provides that nine- 


tenths of the fees received from the 
boat licenses shall be paid to the boat 
inspector; the other one-tenth will be 
sufficient to cover the city's expense 
for printing the neccEisary^blankB for 
licenses and application!. 


Tha foregoing provisions cover the 


more important changes in the pro- 
posed ordinance and the Committee 
feeli th»t .none of them will operate 
hardship to the boat owners and Mi 
wiT provide additional safeguard! )w 
the protection of the passengers. 


Wa therefore recommend that tk* 
ordinance be adopted.

in the number of farms.

York, the second in position

of value among the

products of the state was milk, the 
report says, 
8,873,079,000 pounds 


being produced in one pear, value* 
at $250,596,300. There are approx- 
imately 1,800,000 dairy cows in Wis- 
consin.

Swine are the most important o: 


the meat animals, the latest report 
showing that approximately 2,000,- 
000 swine valued at

growth, although it is now apparent 
that a large acreage of old clover 
was killed during April, 
Young 


clover of last year's seeding was not 
injured materially, but the acreage 
is less than usual because of high 
seed prices last spring. 


Tobacco seed has been planted. A 


considerable decrease in acreage is 
contemplated. Fruit trees in most 
localities, particularly in commercial 
districts, were still dormant during 
April and frosts and injury were 
small. Early varieties of apples are 
now in blossom, except in northern 
counties.

To Mend Broken Store—A stove

breakdown of street railway lines in 
rrsny ubsurbar. communities. 


There arc J7.000.000 cars in the 


country and about 800,000 trucks. 
The passenger milea1" of nutomo 
biles in 1919 
was 
68,000,000,000, 


whereas the passenger mileage of 
railroads was 46,000,000,000. Of the 
motor cars .90 per cent are used 
more or less for business, 60 per 
cent of the mileage is utilitarian, 
and the full service of trucks, of 
course, is devoted to commercial ef- 
ficiency. 


When one looks forward, there- 


fore, into 1921 with its readjusted 
finances, its storehouses filled with 
goods, one must read there a steady 
demand for, automotive 
products. 


Especially is this so when it is real- 
ized that automobile salesmanship 
is in the early stages of develop- 
ment. 


Uses of. Passenger Car 


' Fully as significant are the facts 
that are being brought to. light con- 
cerning the productive use of the 
passenger car. 


The readers of current magazines 


have doubtless seen in the newspa- 
pers or magazines that the compiled 
testimony of thousands of car own- 
ers shows that the user increases 
his productivity 57 per cent as a 
result of owning an automobile. 


But before leaving the city dwell- 


er let us examine the facts concern- 
ing his comings and goings. Official 
records of New York City show that 
154,700 cars and trucks enter and 
'leave the Metropolis daily, bringing 
420,000 pearson for their errands 
in and out of New York.. 


The trend of population to 
the 


cities is certain to make the subur- 
ban market for cars an important 
factor in the industry. 


This is but one 
consideration, 


however, in the growth of the au- 
tomobile industry. Various classes 
of business and 
professions 
are 


finding out that cars are essential. 
The degree to which the auUmobile 
is useful to some of the .major oc- 
cupations may be seen in the follow- 
ing figures averaged from the re- 
ports of car owners in these groups:

A new and alarming wilt disease 


of tobacco plants wag discovered 
last month in the seed beds of the 
shade Cuban wrapper tobacco dis- 
trict of northern Florida, and has 
spread into Georgia. 


The disease is so serious that ex- 


pert piant pathologists of the U. S. 
Department of 
Agriculture 
who 


\vcre summoned by telegraph, ad- 
vised extreme measures, even to the 
destruction of some seed beds and 
ture on some plots for the year; and 
have issued warning 
to 
planters 


engaged in similar tobacco culture 
throughout the southern states and 
in Wisconsin, 
Pennsylvania, 
and 


New England to guard against the 
introduction of 
tho disease 
into 


their fields. 


New To United State*. 


The disease is a mildew different 


from anything previously observed 
in the United States, but in some 
respects similar to disease reported 
from Malaysia nnd Australia. 
In 


the latter country it 
is 
known 


as tobacco blue mold. It has also 
boon reported from South Africa. 


Infestations were first noticed on 


four widely separated seed beds in 
Gadsden county, Fla. Two of the 
bods had been sterilized with steam, 
and one was a burnt over swamp. 
Tho wilt appeared at one end of a 
bed nnd worked its way 
rapidly 


through. 
The infestation spread 


to -25 beds in Florida antMnto De- 
cntur County, Ga. Practically all 
tiie cigar wrapper area of the Flor- 
ida-Georgia district is now infected, 
nnd tobacco growers have been on 
tho verge of panic. 
This district 


is the oldest cigar wrapper area 
in the U. S. and millions of dollars 
nf capital are invested. 


It is not known how the disease 


was introduced into Florida, as the 
seed all comes from reputable Am- 
erican growers. It is thought pos- 
sible that it may have come on bale 
m;tttin£ from the East Indies. 


The Disease Spreads Rapidly 
The fungous spores are light and 


powdery nnd spread easily by the 
wind. 
They may be carried also 


from swd bed to seed bed by so 
Dimple n method as visitors coll- 
ect im: snores on their 
shoes 
or 


.•1 "thing and carrying it to healthy 
bods. 


Hue to greater moisture condi- 


tions in Fiorida than in Australia, 
where the disease has been 
ob- 


served previously, but is for the 
rnost part restricted to the seed bed, 
and to the greater susceptibility of 
plants in a region not previously 
infected with a disease, the depart- 
ment pathologists advise 
against 


planting shaded fields with seed- 
!i;igs from infected beds. They de- 


clare that where it is not possible 
to get plants from absolutely un- 
infected bods, it would be better to 
abandon .the culture of tobacco for 
a year in these shaded fields. They 
warn against persons 
who have 


gone through infected fields being 
allowed in sound fields, and urgo 
the exclusion of all visitors. 


The department specialists have 


recommended the destruction of dis- 
eased beds, and the spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture of beds not dis- 
eased. It is believed Bordeaux will 
give better results when 
applied 


late in the afternoon when there is 
a tendency of the tobacco seedling to 
stand erect, permitting 
a 
more 


ready application to the lower sides 
of the leaves. 


An emergency circalar 
on the 


subject has been issued by the de- 
partment. 
A full account of the 


disease and any measures discov- 
ered for its control will be published 
later.

Unique Portage Home 


Gradually Miss Gale has given up 


her work as a reporter to become a 
short storv contributor to practic- 
ally all of the monthly magazines 
and to become a writer 
of novels 


anl plays. In regent years most of 
her literary work has been done at 
her home in Portage. Living in a 
household as quiet as it is replete 
with domestic simplicity, surround- 
ed by her aged father "and mother 
she pursues her literary activities. 


The Zona Gale home at Portage is 


not an oddity as the hotel clerk de- 
scribed it to be, but a simjii^eolon-

"I favor the new democracy," de- 


clared Miss Gale. "I have been a 
believer in equal suffrage since -be- 
fore it was respectable to so be- 
lieve." 


When the national sucrage amend- 


ment was adopted Miss Gale was 
one of the first women of Wisconsin 
to throw herself into the contest in 
favor of women of Wisconsin sup- 
porting progressive candidates for 
office. 


"The Liberals of Wisconsin 


have that which the Liberals 
of the nation did not succeed in 
attaining in 1920," said Miss 
Gale in a statement issued to 
the women of the state at that 
time. "If I were asked to char- 
acterize progressive policies in 
one sentence I would say that 
they are politics socialized. Or

First Three Months of 1921 


Show Big Decline 


Over 1920 


Madison, Wis., May 7—Wiscon- 


sin's death rate for the first three 
months of 1921 is considerably low- 
er than the average for this period. 
The state board of health says the 
death rate from pneumonia'and in- 
fluenza this year is considerably 
below the average. 
Under normal 


conditions in that 
period, 
about 


1,300 deaths from pneumonia and 
at least ISO from influenza might 
be expected. 
For the last quarter 


pneumonia deaths totalled 865 and 
influenza deaths 91. Total deaths 
in the period were 7,207, compared 
•with 10,016 for the quarter in 1920. 
The death rate was 10.8, while last 
year, when influenza was epiderric, 
it was 15.6. 
The northern)'counties 


had the lowest rate-—9.0—Awhile the 
central and southern groups each 
had 11.3. Of all deaths, 1,272 were 
of babies under one year, or 17.6 per 
cent of the total.
